The murder case of the common, 
wealth against William Pulley, 
charged with killing James D. 
Brown April 10, 1902, was 
tried last week and Pulley was 
acquitted by the jury after being 
out only forty minutes. 

The plea was self-defense. There 
were no direct witnesses for the 
commeowealth. which had to make 
out its case by cross-questioning 
defense witnesses. Pulley proved 
by several witnesses that Brown 
bad frequently threatened^ his life 
t nd he testified that Brown began 
the attack and shot him in the 
shoulder before he began shooting 
himself and the duel continued un- 
til Brown was killed. The evidence 
for the prosecution was very 
meagre and the jury did about the 
only thing it could have done under 
the circumstances. 

The iadictment against Tom 
Bond for malicious striking was 
found to be defective and was dis- 
missed.

Bond 
was recognized in the sum of $200 
for bis appearance.

The cases against X. P. Mi 
and C. J. Miller, indicted for cc 
terfeiting, will be tried to-day. 
P. Miller has been brought back 
from Owensboro and C. J. Milli 
under bond. They are the men 
caught passing raised bills during 
the street fair. 

Grant Parrish, col , who killed 
Stephen Stewart, col., in a harvest 
field two years ago, will be put on 
trial to-morrow. Parish fled and 
was captured about three weeks 
ago near Clarksville. 
Court will adjourn this week.
